Mr. Brushingham then told a story of a 
member of the New York 400 who went to 
Dwight and wanted his valet to take his place 
in the line of men waiting to receive their 
shot.

Judge Horton's Idea of Citizenship. 


Chairman Cregier reminded the audience 
that there were 50,000 New-Yorkers in Chi- 
cago and he would call upon one of them, 
Judge Horton.. The Judge said he was ready 
to take his medicine, although he had not 
expected to be called upon. He was proud of 
being a New-Yorker, but prouder to be a Chi- 
cagoan. He was not proud of the tone of the 
New York papers towards Chicago. If there 
were 50,000 New-Yorkers in Chicago that 
was probably the reason Chicago got the 
Fair away from New York. In time 
all New-Yorkers would want to move to Chi- 
cago. He never had much of an opinion of 
societies that kept alive sectional State feel- 
ings within themselves. He was. prouder of 
an American than of a man who claimed to 
be only a New-Yorker. 

Judge Horton told about the fate of a man 
summoned before him yesterday as a juror 
in a murder case. The man had applied to 
him before court to be excused because he was 
not a citizen, although he had lived in this coun- 
try eleven years. The q udge instructed thecierk 
to place this man’s name at the bottom of the 
list: His name was called just before court 
adjourned in the last four submitted to coun- 
sel for approval. Ata hint from the court the 
State’s-Attorney, after examining these four, 
said he would take until morning before de- 
eidimg upon these four. The court allowed 
the time asked, and it being a murder case 
the man who had lived eleven years in Chi- 
cago and would not become a citizen had to 
be locked up over night because it was a 
murder trial, Judge Horton said he had no 
use for a man who would live in this country, 
make his money here, and not be willing to 
accept the responsibilities of citizenship.

IN FAVOR OF THE $5,000,000 LOAN, 


That is the Prevailing Sentiment Among 
the Government World’s Fair Directors. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Nov. 10— [Special.]! — 

Appropriations for the Fair were discussed at 
the meeting of the Government Board of Con- 
trol today. Members of the board will go to 
Chicago next week to consult with the local 
directory with a view to securing uniformity 
in the requests made on Congress, Nothing 
will be done to prejudice the $5,000,000 loan. 
It is assumed that since this is a loan 
Congress should not be thereby held back 
from making the actual appropriation which 
the government exhibit demands. The 
amount fixed in the bill was lhmited to 
$1,500,000. Of this amount about $1,100,000 
has been set aside to carry the Fair forward 
to June 30, 1892. The $400,000 for the Gov- 
ernment Building is included in this, as that 
sum is immediately available. 

‘The new Congress will have to appropriate 
for the Fair from July 1, 1892, to the end. In 
planning for the government exhibit the 
Board of Control has gone on the theory 
that Congress intended $1,000,000 for the ex- 
hibit which has been outlined on that scale. 
To carry ou these plans an additional ap- 
propriation of perhaps $500,000 will be 
asked. The Treasury officials estimate that 
$200,000 will be needed to keep up the 
machinery of a custom house on the Exposi- 
tion grounds. This is on the assumption that 
the local directory will provide the building. 
Nothing is known here of the proposition to 
ask Congress for $750,000 for awards. That 
is said to be a matter for the National Com- 
mission, and the Board of Control have noth- 
ing to do with it. 

Senator Cullom was at the Treasury Depart- 
ment today seeing Assistant Secretary Spauld- 
ing in regard to the regulations for foreign 
exhibits. The Senator thought it of great 
importance that prompt through transit 
should be assured the goods shipped from 
abroad. He wanted to know especially it it 
was not practicable to transact at Chicago 
all business connected with the handling 
of imported exhibits and without formality of 
any kind at the seaboard. Gen. Spaulding 
thought the regulations assured this. He ex- 
plained to Senator Cullom that the foreign 
exhibiters could consign their goods directly 
to the bonded transportation lines in New 
York and this would be sufficient to put them 
through without delay. It would not require 
the foreign shippers to have any worry over 
their exhibits from the time these were shipped 
until they reached Chicago. He promised me 
that if experience showed the regulations 
could be improved the Treasury Department 
would make the necessary changes. 


WAS HE MURDERED BY HIGHBINDERS! 


Mutilated Body of a Fourth Victim Found 
on the Street in Frisco. 
Sax Franotsoo, Cal., Nov. 10.— Special. ]|— 
The highbinders’ feud was renewed this morn- 
ing, when Sing Suck was found dead in the 
street with blood pouring from a terrible 
wound on the head. The officers found 
where the bullet had made its exit, 
almost tearing the man’s upper lip away. 
Three of his teeth were found twenty feet 
away on the sidewalk. When his blouse was 
removed it was found that another bullet had 
torn its way through his body, entering at the 
back of the right side and passing 
out on the left side of the abdomen. He had 
a bank book with over $700 to his credit. The 
cause of the shooting is unknown, but from 
recent events the murder is thougnt to be a 
continuation of the war between the 
two rival -societies—the Suey Sing 
Tong and the Suey Ong Tong. 
These two societies are never at actual peace, 
and the most trivial matter precipitates a war 
betwéen them. The last trouble began in the 
Alaskan canneries. When the workmen were 
coming to this city on the steamer a Suey 
Sing man was making too much noise to suit a 
member of the Suey Ong. The latter told 
him to be quiet and was stabbed 
in the shoulder. He recovered, but blood had 
been spilled and it had tobe avenged. Oct. 
30 Younm Cheong,a member of the Suey 
Sing Tung, was shot and fatally wounded. 
His body was found packed in a basket. 
Lew Sing Wo of the Suey Ong Tong 
shot in the back and re- 
ceived a wound which will probably prove 
fatal. A few months later Young Lek Hi of 
the Suey Sing Tong was shot in the back of 
the neck and severely wounded, but will re- 
cover. Up to that time two Suey Sing 
men and but one Suey Ong man had been 
shot, so it is supposed Sing Suck belongs to 
the Suey Ong Tong, and was shot to avenge 
the wounding of Young Yek Hi.

GOV. BOIES RATIFICATION SPEECH. 

Gov. Boies, in his speech at the Des Moines 
ratification meeting Monday evening last, 
placed himself squarely on record as against 
prohibition’ and against protection. His 

speech contains buf these twofeatures. First, 
he déclares himself in favor of high license 
and local option, he same as we have in Illi- 
now. He says: “With our prohibitory law 
so changed as to leave to each locality within 
‘the State the right to adopt such system of 
control over the liquor traffic as the best judg- 
ment of its own people dictates, Iowa will as- 
sume its proper place among the States of the 
Union.” Upon this issue he undoubtedly 
Won his reélection, and this fact is recognized 
by hia recent opponent, Mr. Wheeler, who de- 
clares in an interview that the anti-prohibi- 
tion Republicans did more work to defeat him 
than the Democratic committee did, and that 
it lost him 10,000 votes. 

From prohibition, Gov. Boies branches. off 
to the tariff and denounces protection. If his 
views are the outcome of sincere thought and 
represent his convictions then he is for frée 
trade as expounded by Cleveland, Mills, Wat- 
terson, et al. He says in one place: 

It is natural, therefore, that upon ene side of 
this line we find a great political party devoted 
to the interests of classes alone, bending all its 
energies to the accomplishment of objects that ac- 
cerd with the wishes of a fraction of our people 
and to the upbuilding of industries that enrich the 
few at the expense of the many, 

And in another: 

When the situation is understood the manual 
laborers of this country will uproot the system of 
legalized plunder that is fast dividing our people 
inte classes that should never exist in a govern- 
ment whose laws may be framed by a common 
people. 

If protection be “legalized plundermg” of 
the people then of course it should be repealed 
to the last vestige of it. If the protective 
system enriches a fraction of the people, as 
he declares in the first extract quoted above, 
then all the industries thus upbuilt should be 
stripped of their robber-like protecnon, up- 
rooted, and destroyed. How many protected 
industries are there, and to how many em- 
ployés do they give work and wages? Are 
they a small fraction? Certainly there are 
hundreds of different branches of industry re- 
ceiving protection against European cheap- 
labor competition, and they require several 
millions of workmen for their operation. 
With all the “plundering” protection with- 
drawn repealed these “legalized” rob- 
beries cease to exist, or will only exist by 
adepting the scale of wages paid by their Eu- 
ropean competitors, and that is less than half 
the wages now paid and received. 

Gov. Boies thus commits himself to the de- 
struction of American manufacturing indus- 
tries as “legalized robberies’! He is now 
abreast.of the most ultra free-traders in the 
party to which he absconded a few years ago 
on the prohibition question. All his previous 
lifetime he was a protectionist and preached 
in favor of establishing, developing, and sus- 
taining a diversification of American manu- 
facturing industries. Now he declares war on 
them and wants them destroyed, root and 
branch, it they cannot exist in unprotected 
competition with cheap-iabor European 
manufactures. He made no such bold 
avowals before the election, but, since he has 
secured his second term, ow) of the bitterness 
of his heart his mouth speaketh. Had he pro- 
claimed his extirpative, cheap labor doctrine 
before the election he would not have got 
all of the 40,000 or 50,000 Republican votes 
which wiped out Garfield’s great, 78,000 ma- 
jority and gave him 9,000. 

In the closing paragraphs of his speech Gov. 
Boies says: 

I want to assure the gentlemen who have been so 
lavish with the use of terms hike the above that the

adrift’ the millions of their employée, or by

of destroying industries and reducing the 
wages of millions of working people to the 
cheap KLuropean labor standards? If Gov. Boies 
had been as honest in the enunciation of his 
free-trade views as for local option and high li- 
dense, if he had to the owners of 
the cornfields on the stump the radical free- 
trade sentiments he now utters, and had ad- 
vocated the uprooting of the manufacturing 
industries of this country as “legalized 
plunder,” he would not have been reélected. 
He has played the role of a cheap and de- 
ceptive demagugue, but the farmers will 
know where to place him in the future. 


SUBSIDEWALK RENTALS. 

The proposition by Commissioner Aldrich 
to collect rent for space occupied or to be oc- 
cupied under the sidewalks of this city is not 
viewed with favor by the tens of thousands of 
citizens who would be called upon to pay, and 
it may be presumed that many other citizens 
would consider it small business. It would 
be an unfair procedure, and the attempt to 
collect might cost more than the revenue 
from that source would amount to. This 
rental would apply to every coal-hole under 
the sidewalks of the citizens in all parts of 
Chicago. The property adjoinmg has en- 
joyed a prescriptive right to use the space 
under it ever since the city government was 
established more than fifty years ago. He 
has used it in all cases where the pressure 
was sufficient to render the space valuable, 
and was allowed to do so because re- 
quired to construct and maintain the side- 
walk above it. Tne property-owner is obliged 


to pay for the sidewalk just as he is for pav- 


ing the street in front of his premises, and has 
no option as to the manner of doing it. The 
style of the improvement and the time when 
it shall be made are both prescribed by city 
ordinances. He has no choice whether the 
material shall be wood, or stone, or some 
other body,“ and if he does not pay for the 
work as ordered his property is liable to be 
sold away from him. While the sidewalk it- 
self is not by any meaus exclusively for his 
use, the public having the right to free and 
unobstructed passage over it, he bears the en- 
tire expense of constructing it and keeping it 
in condition without any contribution thereto 
from the general taxes. And he has a con- 
tingent ownership so that in case the street 
were vacated he would own the land out to the 
middle of the former thoroughfare. 
The equity of the principle of allowing side- 
walk spaces to be used by the owner of the 
abutting property, who has built the sidewalk, 
was recognized by Judge Tuley when he was 
Corporation Counsel nineteen years ago. In 
his opinion on the matter he said that the use 
of the spaces beneath the walk was only a fair 
equivalent for the service rendered, and that 
opinion was acquiesced in by the Council and 
other city authorities, It is not improbable 
that when the subject is examined by Corpora- 
tion Counsel Miller he will arrive at a similar 
conclusion. Evidentiy the more valuable the 
space in any particular instance the more 
costly is the construction of the sidewalk over 
it, so that the gain and the cost are in nearly 
the same ratio for different localities. 
Any such collections would have to be made 
in the shape of a rental, not as a special as- 
sessment, That would mvolve the necessity 
of a set of valuations and revaluations, such as 
are made for rentals of city preperty, the cost 
being out of all proportion to the avails of the 
procedure. The attempt at collecting such 
rental would cause great bitterness and be re- 
sisted to the uttermost by a large percentage 
of the parties interested. They would allege 

their prescriptive right, as conceded for more 
than half-a century, and this would lead to an 
enormous amount of litigation, one vexing 
feature of which would be the claim that such 
rents would constitute a violation of 
cuntracts for long terms between land- 
lord and tenant. An assessment must be 
paid by the owner, but rental would 
have to be exacted from the tenant if at all, 
and he could justly plead exemption from an 
increased charge for the use of the property, 
which was not contemplated at the time of 
signing the lease nor specified in that docu- 
ment. Furthermore, the city would stand 
in the very objectionable light of want- 
ing to collect rental for the use of property 
which could not-be occupied by any one else 
in case the tenant of the abutting building 
chose to vacate the space under the sidewalk 
rather than pay. In such case the city would 
invite uncharitable comparisons with the 
„dog in the manger, which could not eat 
the hay itself and refused to let the horse en- 
| joy it. 
A FIELD FOR HR. WATTERSON’S ENER- 

GIES. 

Mr. Watterson proclaims that Massachu- 
setts is a “ rotten borough,” because, while it 
elected a Democrat as Governor, the Repub- 
licans have an overwhelming majority in the 
Legislature “by means of the antiquated 
township system.’’ The editor of the Courier- 
Journal, whose besetting sin is a readiness to 
make up his mind after he has learned about 
a tenth of the facts in a case, does not seem 
to know that Gov. Russell was the oniy Demo- 
cratic candidate for a State office who was 
elected. All his associates on the State ticket 
were beaten by decided majorities. And as 
Democrats were able to elect but one man on 
their State ticket, and him only because of his 
personal popularity with many Republicans 
and unquestioned ability, it is no wonder that 
they were unable to secure the Legislature. 

As for “the antiquated township system 
of electing members of the Lower House in 
Massachusetts, it may surprise Mr. Watterson 
to know that, with hardly an exception, the 
Democrats of that State are as much attached 
to it as are the Republicans. They see in it 
one of the safeguards of their local liberties, 
and a proposition to give it up would make its 
author the most unpopular man m Massachu- 
setts. The Democrats of the country towns of 
the State are not in favor of a system which 
would give as much representation to 10,000 
aliens in Boston as to 10,000 American citizens 
in Berkshire or Hampden. They have seen 
enough of that sort of business in New York, 
where New York and Kings Counties are given 
increased representation in Congress and the 
Legislature because of their great alien popu- 
lation, who owe no allegiance, to the disad- 


ton, Orleans, or Cattaraugus, which have few 
alien and unnaturalized residents. 

The people of the Bay State are perfectly 
satisfied with their frame of government, and 
on thinking it over more calmly Mr. Watter- 
son will admit that it is possible that they 
know their own business best and havea 
right to manage their domestic matters in 
their own way. It is a little surprising to find 
such a fervid advocate of State rights as Mr.

THE TARIFF POLICIES OF MILLS AND 
SPRINGER. 


Tun Tarsuns prints in another column a 
Washington dispatch to the leadmg Demo- 
cratic paper of this city, giving the tariff pol- 
icies of the two prominent Democratic candi- 
dates for the Speakership, Mills of Texas and 
Springer of Illinois. The first of them ap- 
pears in the part of “the man of principle,” 
the second in thatof “the man of policy.”

Presidential election,” Thisis notstatesman- 
ship. It is the course of the small politician 
waiting tosee how the cat will jump.“ All 
men will have more respect for the Texan, 
who says: There is nothing like treating the 
people with perfect franknéss and honesty. 
It we are to win their confidence we must 
“ show our hands. Mr. Springer wants the 
** doubtful cards kept with their faces down

Mr. Mills is of the opinion that his party 
must go before the people next year with a 
tariff bill which shall present the Democratic 
principle of a tariff for revenue —the old 
Tilden principle of 1876, which was disre- 
garded by the framers of the national plat- 
forms of 1884 and 1888, Mr. Mills’ idea of a 
tariff as outlined briefly is this: 

We must enlarge the free list, giving New En- 
gland free raw materials, take off all the wool 
duties, leave sugar frpe, and knock out the 
penne and practice what we preach all along the 

ne. 

This shows traces of yielding to policy, for 
it ledves duties on some competing goods, | 
though Mr. Mills believes they should all be 
swept away. He will cut a wide swath, how- 
ever, if he gives the New-Englanders what 
they look on as raw materials. He will give 
ther not only free wool, which he specifies, 
but free flax fiber, free hemp, free coal, free 
lumber, free iron-ore, and free copper, and 
also free pig-iron.and free steel. The latter is 
a raw material for the cutier and the manu- 
facturer of agricultural implements, and a 
thousand other things. Whatever the New 
England manufacturer works over and im- 
parts an additional value to, that Mr. Mills 
says he would import free. 

Mr. Mills does not propose to remove the 
duties from competitive consumers goods, 
as he has preached on the stump and expects 
to get considerable revenue from them; he 
also holds back from reimposing a duty on 
sugar, because thé money will not be needed, 
he thinks. Although he does not say so, he 
evidently intends to restore the duties on tea 
and coffee to make up for the revenue lost by 
the removal of those on raw materials and 
by the lowering of those on manufactured 
goods, all of which he has it in mind to cut 
down. 

It is apparent that Mr. Mills is not treat- 
ing the people with perfect frankness and 
honesty, for the bill he intends to prepare 
does not come upto bis stump talks of what 
ought to be done, as it will leave hundreds of 
American industries protected, which violates 
the principle that he preaches. But he is un- 
questionably far more frank and honest than 
Mr. Springer, who says that there is “ no 
time in which to prepare a general bill. 
That is an idle excuse, for the coming session 
will be along one. The Democrats are in an 
overwhelming majority; they ought to know 
what they want to do and it should not take 
them more than a few weeks to put their 
wishes on paper. A destructive tariff bill 1s 
easily drafted. 

Mr. Springer wishes few separate bills pre- 
pared, each placing on the free list one of the 


following articles: Wool, cotton ties, lumber, 


and dye-stuffs, not now free. Of course it 
would take the Democrats no longer to pass 
a general tariff bill than it would one of these 
little measures. Mr. Springer is working for 
delay therefore, so that the Democracy may 
show its hand as little as possible on the tariff 
question before the Presidential election. If 
his late declarations on the stump are to be 
trusted he believes as fully as Mr. Mills that 
absolute free trade would be of the greatest 
possible benefit to the 7,000,000 Democratic 
voters of the country. Yet so great is his 
anxiety for the welfare ot 100,000 Democrats 
who would get office if Cleveland is reélected, 
and who constitute the poorest element of the 
party, for they are its perpetual officeseekers, 
that he would sacrifice for their sake the inter- 
ests of 6,900,000 other Democrats. He is 
ready to abandon free trade, which he has 
said over and over again would be the great- 
est blessing which could be bestowed on them 

because he fears an assertion of that policy at 
this moment might . prejudice the interests of 
the delectable 100,000 office-hunters of whom 
he thinks so much. 

Sincere men of both parties, and all per- 
sons who have the courage of their convic- 
tions,”’ will think less highly of Mr. Springer 
than they did. He is evidently not among 
those who think that “to do right is wisdom 
in the scorn of consequence.” And Mills, 
too, is letting himself down by his hedging, 
and may disgust the mugwumps and radical 
Democrats. 


THE MOST IMPORTANT DUTY OF CONGRESS. 

The revolution which is now threatened by 
the action of the Province of Rio Grande do 
Sul in Brazil, portending as it does all the 
horrors of civil strife, once more emphasizes 
the necessity of expediting the construction of 
our battleships and so increasing our naval 


to navigate in time of war, and we can only 
have it by securing stations in the West Indies, 
at some point on the South American Atlan- 
tic coast, as well as on the west coast, The 
whole sweep of the Atlantic and Pacific must 
be free to our vessels so that they will not run 
the danger in time of war of being hampered 
at neutral ports. This accomplished, or, as 
preliminary thereto, Congress should guaran- 


tee the bonds of the Nicaragua Canal company 


and holding a majority of the stock for se- 
curity—and thus expedite the completion of 
that great American work which will shorten 
the distance to the Pacific coast by one-half 
or more, while with a coaling station at the 
Pacific terminus our vessels could make a 
long distance up or down the coast. The. ad- 
vantage gained by our war vessels alone war- 
rants the guaranty of these bonds. There is no 
more important duty to engage the attention 
of Congress than the strengthening of our 
navy and shore defenses, the securing of naval 
stations, and the completion of the Nicaragua 
Canal. It should be urged by the press and 
the President. 


WHY MICHIGAN WAS “ MICHIGANIZED.” 

It was the hope of the Democrats that they 
would be able to Michiganize” Okio and 
Iowa. Had they done so it would have been 
difficult to prevent their carrying the next 
Presidential Election. These extensive plans 
of stealing Electors have been thwarted, but 
the vote of Michigan in the Electoral College 
has been neutralized and the Democrats 
have thereby strengthened the weakest point 
in their own line. Very probably that was as 
far as their thoughts went when they con- 
ceived the idea last spring oft Michiganiz- 
ing that State.

These figures show that the State is quite 
likely to go Republican next year. With 
West Virginia the Republicans would have 224 
Electoral votes, or one more than is neeied, 
assuming that they lost New York and In- 
diana but carried Montana and the full vote 
of Michigan. 

By arranging for the theft of half or more 
of the Electors of Michigan the Democrats 
have provided for the contingency of their 
losing Vest Virginia. Should it go against 
them, as well as Montana, the Republicans 
would have but 217 Electoral votes. Had they 
been able to Michiganise either Ohio or 
Iowa they would have been in a position to do 
without Indiana. 

It is evident from the figures that the theft 
of Electors in Michigan was work planned 
not to “protect minorities,” but to guard 
against the possibility of the State of West 
Virginia choosing to give her Electoral vote to 
a Republican candidate and to defraud major- 
ities out of their rights. 


Tun London Findlicial Times of Oct. 29 
prints a circular sent from New York and 
freely distributed among financial houses in 
Paris. The paper bore neither heading nor 
signature, but contained the assurance that 
“the statistical position of silver was never 
better for a big movement than if is today.“ 
It stated that: 

Several leading banking houses in New York 
and in London have combined to buy up the pres- 
ent stock of silver bullion certificates, which is 
today less than $4,000,000. Their object is to con- 
trol all the surplus silver afloat, and have ar- 
ranged with tne principal mine-owners and smelt- 
ers in this country to regulate the price of silver, 
and eventaally carry the price above $1.20 per 
ounce, as the stock of $4,000,000 silver bullion is 
the only surplus in whole Europe. 

The sending of this circular would appear 
to have been a forlorn hope. The gudgeons 
appealed to by the syndicate did not bite as 
expected, and the price of silver on both sides 
the Atlantic has been lower in consequence.

GOOD MATERIAL FOR THE JURIES. 


The Names of Unregistered Vaters on the 
County Board’s List. 

In accordance with the provision of the law 
directing the clerks of election to make lists 
of voters who were not registered in each pre- 
cinct of the city, those lists were, generally 
speaking, carefully made during the days of 
scrutiny following the last day of registration, 
just two weeks before election. Those lists 
are now in the keepmg of Chief 
Clerk Twohig of the Election Com- 
mission, and im accordance with the 
law he will turn them over to the County 
Clerk next Saturday. The County Clerk will 
in turn hand them over to the County Com- 
missioners, “to be used bysuch County Board 
in the preparation of jury lists; and it shail 
be made the duty of such County Board to care- 
fully keep such lists arranged in order; and 
from the legal voters of such lists of names not 
registered such County Board shall first pre- 
pare such jury lists, and afterward from the 
legal voters of such lists of ‘registered 
names. Asa rule the clerks did their work 
fairly well. It may be that in some instances 
they placed on the unregistered list the 
names of persons who are not citizens. This 
defect can be remedied. The County Clerk 
and the Clerk of the Election Commissioners 
and the County Commissioners will have 
plenty of good material for juries. There 
were on the average about fifty voters to the 
precinct who did not register. This would 
mean that there are 25,000 persons liable to 
jury duty on account of the neglect of their 
duties as citizens. Some persons threaten to 
contest the validity of the law. 


CITY EMPLOYES WHO MAY do. 


A Large List of Public Servants Who Are 
Good Democrats. 

At the end of the present month a large 
number of city employés will be laid off for 
the winter. It is pretty well understood that 
the Democratic employés will not be favored 
when the time for discharge comes around.

An English Correspondent Laying Up Great 
Stores of Unpopularity in Canada. 

Orrawa, Ont., Nov. 10.—[Special.]—A great 
deal of indignation is expressed here over the 
statements made by Phillip Robinson, a cor- 
respondent of the London. Times, now in this 
city, who has undertaken to instruct the peo- 
ple of Canada on loyalty to England. He has 
been here for several days, but has hardly 
spoken to anybody outside of Cabinet Min- 
isters and their friends. In an interview pub- 
lished today in the government’s organ here 
he reviews the present political complications 
ma most partisan manner and shows that he 
views Canadian public affairs only through 
the 9 furnished him by the govern- 
men 

It is said that his mission bere was really 
undertaken at the instigation of Premier 
Abbott and friends of Lord Stanley in En- 

land, with the purpose of having the world 
informed through the Times that the corrup- 


tion and boodling exposed during the last ses- 
sion of Parliament were not as black as they 


have been ted. Mr. Robinson is entirely 
in the hands of the government here, and has 
shown an unwillingness to talk with any of 
the prominent members of the Liberal party. 
In the interview published today he has ex- 
pressed himself most offensively, and 

shown a at ignorance of what he talks 
about. most unwarranted and inju- 
dicious of all the things he said was the fol- 
lowing to the questions put to him by the in- 
terviewer: Have you expressed any opinion 

to the annexation cry?’’ 

o, said, except incidentally, speak- 
ing of by-elections pending, I said that 
the only element of disturbance in the out- 
look was Irish-American intrigue, powerfully 
supported by American funds, to force upon 
the country the cry of universal reciprocity, 
with discrimination against Great Britain; a 
phrase used by covert. disloyalists to conceal 
their real meaning of annexation.” 

When the London Times, containing Mr. 
Robinson’s Canadian dispatch and corre- 
spondence, arrives in Canada he will learn 
more of Canadian politics than he has so far 
grasped. He left the city tonight to spend 
next week in Quebec as the guest of Sir 
Adolphe Caron, Minister of Militia.

The ground rental under the 
terms of the lease is $23,000 for the first year, 
$24,000 for the second, $25,000 for the third, 
$26,000 for the fourth, and $27,000 for each re- 
maining year. The lot has a frontage of fifty 
feet on Madison street and ninety-three feet 
on Dearborn street.

M’KINLEY NOT A NECESSITY. 
There Are Others Who Have Prior and 
c Streaper..Claims......... 


Omaha Bee (Rep.), Nov. 9: Certain Ohio 
Republican newspapers are already talking of 
Maj. McKinley as a possible candidate for the 
Presidency next year, and some of them seem 
to regard him as rather more than a possibil- 
ity. The fact tnat Mr. McKinley is one of the 
available men of his party for such an honor 
as a Presidential nomination was recognized 
by the Republican National convennon of 
1888, and had he then been less loyal to Ohio’s 
candidate, John Sherman, no one is author- 
ized to say that he might not have received 
the nomination. His selection would have 
been no more remarkable than was that of 
Garfield in 1880. McKinley must therefore 
be regarded as a Presidential possibility, but 
not necessarily for 1892. He can afford to 
wait, and the Republican party may find it to 
be to its interest that he shall wait. 

The Republican party is still rich in avail- 
able statesmen. Unlike the Democratic 
party, which has only one really strong lead- 
er, u can select from a number of dis-

The convention will not 
ignore the great services of these representa- 
tive Republicans. President Harrison de- 
serves well of the party. His admivistration 
has been wise, practical, strong at 
every point.

In our international relations and in re- 
gard to all questions of domestic concern 

resident Harrison has pursued a judicious 
policy which results have abundantly vindi- 
cated. He has ily grown in popular 
favor asa sound and safe Chief Executive, 
and the national convention cannot ly re- 
fuse to consider his claims. Mr. Blaine is 
still as popular with his party as at any time 
m his political career, and in the opinion of 
many he is stronger than ever before with the 

ple of the country. It is not known that 

r. Blaine desires to be again a candidate fur 
the Presidency. If he does, or would accept 
the nomination, he could undoubtedly com- 
mand a very large following in the convention. 
If he does not wish to be again a candidate he 
may be able to say who shall be. But in any 
event it now seems plain that the convention 
must dispose of Harrison and Blaine before it 
can justly and properly give consideration to 
McKinley or any other possible candidate, 
and there is very small probability that it 
would fail to nominate one of those states- 
men. 

Everybody concedes that Maj. McKinley is 
aleader of uncommon ability and of great 
vigor and aggressiveness. He is one of those 
earnest, zealous, straightforward men who 
are bound to command attention and respect 
for the sincerity of their convictions and the 
courage with which they defend them. Re- 
publicans everywhere hold him in high 
esteem. But he will not be a necessity to the 
Republican rty next year, and there are 
others who have prior and equally strong 
claims to the honor which the party will have 
to confer.
